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GLOSSARY OF CIVILIAN-BASED 
DEFENSE AND RELATED TERMS' 


ACCOMMODATION; A mechanism of change in nonviolent action in which the 
opponents resolve, while they still have a choice, to grant certain demands of the 
nonviolent actionists although the opponents have not changed their views nor 
been nonviolently coerced. The accommodation may result from influences which, 
if continued, might have led to the conversion, nonviolent coercion, or 
disintegration of the npponent group. 


AGENT PROVOCATEUR: A person who deliberately encourages, stimulates, or 
commits violence in a nonviolent struggle or other peaceful opposition activity in 
order to discredit, weaken or help destroy it. 


BOYCOTT: Noncooperation, either socially, economically, or politically. See 
“economic boyeott,” “political boycott,” and "social boycott.” 


CIVIL DISOBEDIENCE: A deliberate peaceful violation of particular laws, decrees, 
regulations, ordinarıces, military or police orders, and the like. 


CIVILIAN-BASED DEFENSE: A defense policy for the preservation of a society's 
freedom against possible internal threats (as coups d'etat) and external threats (as 
invasions) by advance preparations to resist them with nonviolent struggle applied 
by the whole population and the society's institutions. The aim is to deter or to 
defeat such attacks by making successful usurpations impossible through massive 
and selective noncooperation and defiance. The policy is the adoption and 
adaptation of the technique of nonviolent action to provide a national defense 
policy. The term “civilian” indicates its nonmilitary character, and also that it aims 
at defense of the independence and democratic character of the society and its 
principles by action of the civilian population. 


COERCION: The forcing or prevention of change against the opponents' will. The 
opponents' ability to act effectively may be taken from them as a result of the 
inadequacy of their own forces, as by their mutiny, or the overwhelming strength of 
those acting against them, as by noncooperation that paralyzes the opponents’ 
system. See “nanviolent coercion.” 


CONVERSION: A change of viewpoint by the opponents against which nonviolent 
action has been waged, such that they come to accept the objectives of the 
nonviolent group. This is one of four mechanisms of change in nonviolent action.

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COUP D’ETAT: Seizure of the physical and political control of the State machinery, 
usually by an elite, political, military, or paramilitary group from within or without 
the established government. 


CULTURAL RESISTANCE: Persistent holding to the way of life, language, customs, 
beliefs, manners, social organization, and ways of doing things of one's people, 
despite pressures of another dominant culture to abandon these in favor of its ways. 


DEFEND: To preserve, ward off, protect, minimize harm, maintain, and the like, in 
the face of hostile attack. Diverse means, military and nonmilitary, may be used 
with the intent to defend but regardless of other results success is measured by 
whether these aims are achieved. 


DEFENSE: (1) Effective action taken to defend; (2) The policy or activity -- whether 
military or nonmilitary — employed to defend a group, society, or country against 
hostile attack; (3) Resistance to attack; the opposite of offense. 


DETERRENCE: The process of inducing potential attackers not to commit an attack 
by making it clear that it might well fail to gain its objective and that the 
consequences of an attack could be unacceptably costly to them. The prospect of 
extreme costs or failure, or both, frightens off the potential attackers from carrying 
out the conceivable hostile action. Usually, this term refers to conventional 
military deterrence or to nuclear deterrence. However, the expectation of difficulties 
of ruling the resisting population of an occupied country, or of one which has 
experienced a coup d'etat, may also provide deterrence. The expected unacceptable 
costs may be related to capacity to defend against the attack or to ability to retaliate 
against the attackers, or to both. The costs may potentially be imposed by either 
violent or nonviolent means. Deterrence is one of several processes which can 
produce "dissuasion." 


DETERRENT: That capacity which frightens off potential attackers, producing 
"deterrence.“ 


DISINTEGRATION: The fourth mechanism of change in nonviolent action, in 
which the opponents are not simply coerced, but their system or government is 
disintegrated or falls apart. The sources of power are removed to a sufficiently 
extreme degree that the opponents' system or government simply dissolves. 


DISSUASION: The process of inducing a person, a political group, or a government 
not to carry out a course of action which had been considered or planned. Rational 
argument, moral appeal, deterrence, distraction, and nonprovocative policies may 
produce dissuasion. 


DYNAMICS OF NONVIOLENT ACTION: The complex general processes and 
interplay of forces which operate during a nonviolent struggle to produce its 
outcome. These dynamics of assymetrical conflict, with one side using nonviolent 


struggle against violent opponents, tend to produce change by four mechanisms: 
conversion, accommodation, nonviolent coercion, and disintegration. 


ECONOMIC BOYCOTT: The withdrawal of economic cooperation in the form of 
buying, selling, or handling goods or services. 


ECONOMIC NONCOOPERATION: The refusal to continue or to initiate specific 
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types of economic relationships. It includes the economic boycott and the strike. 


ECONOMIC SHUTDOWN: A suspension of the economic activities of a city, area, Or 
country on a sufficient scale to produce economic paralysis. 


EMBARGO: An economic boycott initiated and enforced by a government. 


FAST: Refraining from eating some or all food for a limited or unlimited time for 
any reason, religious, health, or political. 


FORCE: An application of power including sanctions to achieve some action or 
result. The sanctions may be threatened or imposed, and may be either violent or 
nonviolent. 


FRATERNIZATION; Friendiy personal behavior by participants in nonviolent 
struggle toward soldiers, police, and subordinate functionaries of the opponents 
while continuing both resistance and deliberate efforts to induce their disaffection 
and unreliability. 


GENERAL RESISTANCE: In civilian-based defense, attitudes and forms of action 
established by advance guidelines for resistance on predetermined issues by all 
relevant individuals and groups. In a defense emergency this action may be 
implemented without specific directives from officials or a leadership group. 


GENERAL STRIKE: A work stoppage by a majority of the workers in the more 
important industries of an area or country, intended to bring its economic life to a 
standstill in order to achieve desired objectives. Certain vital services, as water, fuel, 
food, and health, may be exempted. 


GRAND STRATEGY: The broad conception which serves to coordinate and direct 
all appropriate and available resources (economic, political, human, moral, etc.) of 
the nation or other group to attain its objectives in a conflict. Grand strategy 
includes consideration of the rightness of the cause, evaluation and use of diverse 
pressures and influences, and the decision on the conditions in which to launch 
open struggle. Grand strategy very importantly includes the selection of the 
technique of conflict (or the ultimate sanction) which will be used, the formulation 
of strategies for waging the struggle, the allocation of general tasks to particular 
groups, and the distribution of resources to them for use in the conflict. Grand 
strategy also includes consideration of how the struggle relates to achieving the 
objectives of the conflict and its long-term consequences. 


HUNGER STRIKE: A refusal to eat with the aim of forcing the opponent to grant 
demands but without serious efforts at conversion. 


INDIRECT STRATEGY: A prir«iple of strategy based on a view that greater success 
may often be gained not by direct frontal assault on the opponents' centers of 
strength but by oblique attacks which the opponents are unprepared or unable to 
withstand effectively. 


LOCI OF POWER: Those social groups and institutions that are able to act 
independently, to wield effective social or political power, or to regulate the effective 
power of others, especially that of other loci, the ruler, or the State. (The singular is 
"Jocus of power.) They are likely to be such bodies as families, social classes, 
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schools, religious groups, cultural and nationality groups, oecupatlonal groups, 
economic groups, courts, towns, cities, provinces and regions, smaller 
governmental units, voluntary organizations, and political parties. 


MECHANISMS OF CHANGE: The processes by which change is achieved in 
successful cases of nonviolent struggle. The four mechanisms are conversion, 
accommodation, nonviolent coercion, and disintegration. 


METHOD: The specific means of action within the technique of nonviolent action. 
Nearly two hundred specific methods have thus far been identified. They are 
classed under the categories of nonviolent protest and persuasion, social 
noncooperation, economic boycott, strike, political noncooperation, and nonviolent 
intervention. 


MICRO-RESISTANCE: Nonviolent resistance by individuals acting alone or in 
extremely small, often temporary, groups. This type of activity enables resistance to 
continue against opponents applying extreme repression when larger organizations 
and institutions, which have been bases for resistance, have been neutralized, 
controlled, or destroyed by the usurper. 


NONCOOPERATION: Acts of deliberate restriction, discontinuance, or withholding 
of social, economic, or political cooperation (or a combination of these) with a 
disapproved person, activity, institution, or regime. Varying sectors of the society 
(such as state workers, judicial officals, labor unions, etc.) may employ 
noncooperation, creating several subcategories. See "economic noncooperation,” 
“political noncooperation,” and “social noncooperation.” 


NONVIOLENCE: (1) Abstention from violence because of moral or religious 
principle (e.g., "he believes in nonviolence") -- which is not usually the case in 
nonviolent struggle; (2) The behavior of people using nonviolent action who 
neither initiate violence nor retaliate with it (e.g., "the demonstrators maintained 
their nonviolence"). Hence, "nonviolent." 


NONVIOLENT ACTION: A technique of canducting protest, resistance, and 
intervention without violence by (a) acts of omission -- that is, the participants 
refuse to perform acts which they usually perform, are expected by custom to 
perform, or are required by law or regulation to perform; or (b) acts of commission -- 
that is, the participants perform acts which they usually do not perform, are not 
expected by custom to perform, or are forbidden by law or regulation from 
performing; or (c) a combination of both. The technique includes a multitude of 
specific methods which are grouped into three main classes: “nonviolent protest 
and persuasion,” “noncooperation,” and "nonviolent intervention.” 


NONVIOLENT ACTIONIST: One who is participating in an application of the 
technique of nonviolent action. 


NONVIOLENT BLITZKRIEG: A strategy of massive and vigorous noncooperation 
and defiance against an invasion or coup d’6tat, aimed at producing a quick victory 
by civilian-based defense. This strategy involves a short-term campaign of total 
resistance with massive noncooperation and defiance by all sections of the 
population, approaching complete refusal by everyone of all cooperation with the 
usurpers' forces and measures. 
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NONVIOLENT COERCION: A mechanism of change in nonviolent action in which 
the demands are achieved against the will of the opponents but short of the 
disintegration of the system. 


NONVIOLENT DISCIPLINE: Orderly adherence to the intended course of group 
activities for a nonviolent action campaign. Nonviolent discipline includes both 
complianıce with predetermined strategy, tactics, and forms of action (if planned in 
advance), and maintenance of persistent nonviolent behavior even in face of 
repression. 


NONVIOLENT INTERVENTION: Direct interference in a situation by nonviolent 
means, as distinguished from both symbolic protests and noncooperation. The 
intervention is most often physical (as a sit-in) but may be psychological, social, 
economic, or political. 


NONVIOLENT PROTEST AND PERSUASION: A large class of methods of 
nonviolent action which are largely symbolic acts of peaceful opposition or 
atternpted persuasion (as marches or picketing). These acts extend beyond verbal 
expressions of opinion but stop short of noncooperation (as a strike) and nonviolent 
intervention (as a sit-in). 


NONVIOLENT RESISTANCE: Nonviolent action conducted largely by methods of 
noncooperation, such as the various forms of the strike, economic boycott, and 
political noncooperation. It thus mainly involves refusal to perform certain acts 
and is generally a reaction to actions or policy of opponents. 


NONVIOLENT STRUGGLE: The waging of conflict by strong forms of nonviolent 
action, especially against determined and resourceful opponents who respond with 
repression and other countermeasures. 


NONVIOLENT WEAPONS: The specific methods of norviolent action, also called 
civil weapons. 


ORGANIZED RESISTANCE: Nonviolent resistance activities which are conducted 
by implementing special directives from a resistance organization, or which require 
advance planning and group preparations to be carried out. In civilian-based 
defense analysis, organized resistance is contrasted with both "general resistance" 
and "spontaneous resistance". 


PARALLEL GOVERNMENT: A rival government in the same country, which in a 
serious struggle is a challenge to the authority and political power of the 
government of the opponents. The parallel government threatens to replace the 
opponents' government, and may do so if it receives overwhelming support. 


POLITICAL BOYCOTT: See "political noncooperation." 


POLITICAL JIU-JITSU: A special process during a nonviolent struggle in which the 
opponents' violent thrusts throw them off balance politically, because they are met 
with neither violent resistance nor surrender. The result of the assymetrical conflict 
can be a major shift in power relationships in favor of the nonviolent struggle 
group. The opponents' repression, when confronted with the discipline, solidarity, 
and persistence of the nonviolent challengers, puts the opponents in the worst 
possible light. Resulting shifts of opinion against the opponents and favorable to 
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the nonviolent actionists are likely to occur among third parties, the general 
grievance group, and even the opponents’ usual supporters. Those shifts of 
opinion may then produce both withdrawal of support for the opponents and also 
growth of active support for the nonviolent group. These shifts produce changes in 
the absolute power of each side and in their relative power relationships. 


POLITICAL NONCOOPERATION: A withdrawal of usual political cooperation, 
obedience, or other participation in the political system under existing conditions, or 
a refusal to initiate new such cooperation, obedience, and participation with 
opponents. The action may be aimed against a specific regulation, law, policy, 
usurping group, regime, or foreign government. 


PRINCIPLED NONVIOLENCE: One of several types of beliefs which involve the 
rejection of violence on the basis of an ethical, religious, or political principle. 
Adherence to any of these is not usual among persons applying nonviolent struggle. 


SELECTIVE RESISTANCE: A strategy of civilian-based defense in which resistance is 
concentrated at certain vital social, economic, or political points or issues, or a 
combination of them, because of their key role in keeping the entire social and 
political system out of the usurpers' control. Also called "nonviolent positional 
war" and "resistance at key points." 


SOCIAL BOYCOTT: Forms of "noncooperation” applied against persons, as 
distinguished from ceremonies, observances, and the like. 


SOCIAL NONCOOPERATION: Refusal to carry on normal social relations, either 
particular or general, with persons or groups regarded as having perpetrated some 
wrong or injustice, or to comply with certain behavior patterns or social practices. 


SOURCES OF POWER: The origins of political power. They include: authority, 
human resources, skills and knowledge, intangible factors, material resources and 
sanctions. These are external to the person of the ruler or other power-holder, and 
derive from the society. Each is closely associated with and dependent upon the 
acceptance, cooperation, and obedience of the population and the society's 
institutions. Consequently, if these sources are restricted or denied by the refusal of 
the population to provide them, the ruler's power will be restricted or politically 
starved out of existence. 


SPONTANEOUS RESISTANCE: Resistance which occurs without advance planning 
or organization, and without the decision of any special leadership group. 


STRATEGY: The conception of how best to achieve objectives in a conflict. Strategy 
is concerned with whether, when, and how to fight, and how to achieve maximum 
effectiveness in a conflict in order to gain certain ends. Strategy is the plan for the 
practical distribution, adaptation, and application of available means to attain 
desired objectives. Applied to the course of struggle itself, strategy is the basic idea of 
how the battle or campaign shall develop, and how its separate components shall be 
fitted together to contribute most advantageously to achieve its objectives. Strategy 
in this application involves: consideration of the results likely to follow from 
particular actions; the development of a broad plan of operations; the skillful 
determination of the deployment of combat groups in various smaller actions; 
consideration of the requirements for success in the operation of the chosen 
technique; and making good use of success. Strategy operates within the scope of the

grand strategy. Tactics and methods of action are used to implement the strategy- 
Tactics and methods need to be chosen and applied carefully so that they really assist 
the application of the strategy and contribute to achieving the requirements for 
success -- not to be the result of thoughtless improvisation or unconsidered 
incorporation of specific types of action already used, unless they serve the strategic 
objective. In formulating strategy in nonviolent action, the following elements are 
to be taken into account: one's own objectives, resources, and strength the 
opponents' objectives, resources, and strength; the actual and possible roles of third 
parties; the opponents' varlous possible courses and means of action; and one's own 
various possible courses and means of action — both offensive and defensive; the 
requirements for success with this technique, its qualities of dynamism, and its 
mechanisms of change. Hence, "strategic." 


TACTIC: A limited plan of action, based on a conception of how in a restricted phase 
of a conflict to use most effectively the available means of fighting to achieve a 
limited objective as part of the wider strategy in the conflict. 


TECHNIQUE: A broad means of conducting social or political action or struggle. 
Examples include parliamentary democracy, guerrilla war, conventional war, and 
nonviolent action. 


TOTAL NONCOOPERATION: A suggested strategy for civilian-based defense 
involving the refusal of all cooperation with the usurpers—political, economic, and 
social. 


TRANSARMAMENT: The process of change-over from a military armaments or 
defense system to a civilian-based defense. Transarmament always involves the 
replacement of one means to provide defense with another, and is not, as with 
disarmament, the simple reduction or abandonment of military capacity. 


UNARMED: (1) Deprived of or without "armaments," usually understood as 
military armaments; (2) Lacking "arms" or "weapons” that protect, help, or 
strengthen in a conflict or during an attack, connoting helplessness and 
powerlessness. The term is therefore inappropriate for describing nonviolent 
struggle or civilian-based defense. 


USURPATION: An unlawful or illegitimate seizure of control of the State by 
domestic or foreign forces, especially by coup d'etat or invasion. 


USURPERS: The group or government which has attempted to carry out a 
usurpation. 


VIOLENCE: The foreseen infliction of physical injury or death on persons by any 
means, or the threat to inflict such harm, including the restriction of the person's 
freedom of movement by such acts or threats. Action and behavior are not divisible 
into only "violence" and "nonviolence.“ For instance, damage to material property 
is quite distinct from injury to persons (violence), but is still not nonviolent action. 
"Psychological violence" is also a separate category from physical violence. 


WEAPONS: The tools or means, not necessarily material, which may be used in 


fighting, whether in military or nonviolent conflicts. Hence, "the weapon of 
economic boycott." 
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
